Ten Delegates 
Leave Friday 
For London 

Also To Attend 
Prague Meeting 
For November 



Ten delegates, representing youth 
organizations, across Canada sailed 
on the Queen Mary last Friday to 
attend the World Youth Conference 
whis is to be held in London. Eng- 
land from Oct 21 to Nov. 0. 57 
delegates, representing approx- 
imately thirty million of the world's 
youth, will be present at the con- 
ference. 

Students attending this confer- 
ence will be invited to an Inter- 
national Students Congress which 
will meet in Prague beginning Nov. 
23, Of the Canadian delegates, three 
are students. 

The London Youth Conference 
which has among Its patrons Sir 
Stafford Cripps. Mrs. Eleanor Roo- 
sevelt and Avila Camacho, Pres- 
ident of Mexico has been called by 
the World Youth Council In Lon- 
don which sponsored such events 
as International Students' Day and 
World Student's Week, Its purpose 
is to link together democratic 
youth organizations throughout the 
world by making for a clearer un- 
derstanding, through discussion, of 
the problems of youth of all coun- 
tries. At the close of the confeience 
a two-day meeting of all students 
attending it will bo held to form- 
ulate plans for the foundation of an 
international students' organization. 

P'h'}?. (or the formation of such 
an International students' federa- 
tion will also be discussed at the 
Prague Students Congress. This 
conference will be inaugurated on 
Nov. 17 by a large International 
Students' Say manifestation under 
the patronage of the President 'of 
the Czechoslovak Republic. Similar 
manifestations are being planned, 
as in previous years, at all World 
Universities. 

Proposals for the calling of a 
conference of world students such 
as is being held in Prague, were 
put forward as far back as 1842. 
Soon after the liberation of Cze- 
choslovakia, this proposal was 
made known to the. reconstituted 
National Union of Czechoslovak 
Students, and in cooperation with 
the National Union of Students of 
England and Wales, preparations 
for such a conference were under- 
taken immediately. ^ 

The purpose of a Federation of 
world students will be to establish 
a permanent organization repre- 
senting all youth. Through it will 
be organized future student con- 
ferences and international sport 
activities. Such an organization 
would serve as a means of coopera- 
tion between national representa- 
tive, democratically-controlled or- 
ganizations of students of all coun- 
tries. For the purpose of this fed- 
eration, a student shall be only 
those pursuing a recognised course 
in Institutions of higher education.

Veterans Short of Suitable Space

Kimble Lectures 
On Meteorology 

' Lecturer-Chairman 
Tells How Weatherman 
Serves During War 

The weather-man of today bases 
his knowledge on something more 
than the ring around the moon or 
the red sky at night. Prof. George 
H. Kimble will explain how he does 
It in his lecture "The Meteorologist 
Goes to War," on Tuesday. Octo- 
ber 30. at 8.15 p.m. In the Engineer- 
ing Institute', 2030 Mansfleld street 
The lecture is sponsored by the St 
James ^.iterary Society. , 

Born and educated in England, 
Prof. Kimble received his M.A. in 
Geography at King's College. Lon- 
don. He lectured for S years at 
University College, Hull, and 3 
years at the University of Reading. 
For Ave years fhe saw servFco as a 
Lieut-Commander in the Naval 
Meteorological Service of the Royal 
Navy, before he came to McGill ts 
tint lecturer and Chairman of the 
Dept of Geography. 



The housing situation in Montreal 
is so bad. even the termites are 
advertising for space. McGlH's vet- 
erans have come back to find that 
the only place for them to take up 
abode is on a bench in Phillip's 
Square. However the Knights of the 
Road seem to have priority to those 
luxurious accomodations, An appeal 
is being made either for more 
houses to be built, or for more 
benches to be instâlled on the 
Square. 

The situation, however, is fai 
from humourous. Living accomoda» 
tlons for immcdite occupation, are 
required urgently by many ' vet- 
erans. An indicaUon of ihc gravity 
of the situation is this fact that one 
housc-for-rent advertisement was 
answered within a few hours by 
42 married couples. The most press- 
ing factor in the problem is the fact 
that at the rates at which veterans 
are forced to accept accomodations, 
their gratuities will be consumed 
before an important portion of their 
college education can be complet- 
ed. 

There are at present two solutions 
to the problem. - 

The first solution.' that which the 
Housing Committee is at present 
aiming at is to make a survey of 
existing vacancies with a view to 
making them available to veterans. 
Ballot boxes will be placed In all 
the buildings tomorrow in which 
students canJP[lac«^iIiIOTlnaUon re- 
garding acudmodatlon'inr their own 
homes, or regarding placcs of which 
they know. 

The other is the presence of SOO 
pre-fabricated houses at Fairchilds 



which, the committee says, would 
offer a very satisfactory answer. 
However, the houses are available 
only for sale, and, even if they were 
bought by the government a city 
by-law prohibiting the erection of 
single story houses, vetoes their 
use. City authorities, it is learned 
do not desire a change in these laws 

"McGill students should meet this 
challenge with as wholehearted 
support as possible — the need is 
urgent", was the opinion expressed 
by John Switzman, Chairman of the 
Veteran's Housing Committee. 

The problems with whlci the re- 
turned servicemen must cope aro 
diverse, he continued. It livmg 
space is available, the rent is ex- 
trcmly high. One couple pays 50 
dollars per month for a double 
room. If a place Is to be had, it is 
only for a very short while. There 
is a case of a veteran who will be 
evicted tomorrow. Many couples 
are not permitted kitchen privil- 
agcs, which entails the expense of 
eating out Others have accommod- 
ations which arc limited enough 
without the fact that an event is 
expected. (Such an event used to 
be termed "blessed"). Another com 
plains that "Wife and I sleeping 
with father". Several will not have 
places for their wives who will b« 
coming from overseas. 

Even of the members of the Vet- 
erans Housing Committee, \five are 
living away from their wives and 
children, having no place tu sut up 
home. These men have been awa' 
from their families while in tli 
service and still cannot returriî 



them.

H. Mitchell Lauds 
Wartime Bureau 

Technical Personnel 
Named As The Finest 
Reconversion Group 

The Wartime Bureau of Technl- 
cal Personnel reports that employ- 
ment opportunities are now being 
filled at a greater rate than has 
applied at any tprevious period 
since the Bureau was organized 
early In 1941. This was announced 
in a release from the office of the 
Honourable Humphrey Mitchell, 
Minister of Labour, in Ottawa yes- 
terday. 

The number of employment per- 
mits for the six month period, 
April to September, totals 3,514, 
This indicates to the Bureau that 
reconversion of technical person- 
nel from war industry and absorp- 
tion of qualified personnel from 
the Armed Forces will' be largely 
dependent on keeping track of em- 
ployment opportunities as they 
arise, and of maintaining compre- 
hensive information facilities for 
engineering and scienUfic person- 
nel. 

During hostilities the Bureau was 
responsible for dlrecUng personnel 
to war and other essential industry. 
Top priority was. however, given 
to the needs of the Armed Forces 
and a very large proportion of each 
year's graduating classes from Can- 
adian Universities in scientific 
fields were directed to appropriate 
positions in the three Armed Ser- 
vices. Wisdom of this policy of 
planned utilization of manpower 
was shown in the proportion of the

down by Murray Hayes. ' The Red- 
men had a fair share of the play 
In the first two qparters but lack- 
ed the necessary power to smash 
through the solid Western line into 
pay-oft territory when the chances 
arose. 

McGill Better 

The McGill outfit looked much 
better than In their Montreal open- 
er. The backfield, featuring Hayes., 
and big Bob Bartlett who played 
a stellar klcking and-.plunging game 
in a 60-mlnute role.' showed smart- 
ly, while BUI Stronéeh turned in 
one of his better games. The Red 
front wall was particularly impres- 
sive, but was weakened somewhat 
during the game when Doub Heron 
was injured in his left foot 

The Western line played well, and 
at times was Invincible, while their 
half line, sparked by MacFarlane, 
Szumlinski and Ballantyne, were 
fast and elusife. specially when it 
came to their vaunted reverse plays 
and in running back kicks. 

Going out on the limb on one ot 
his rare predictions, Coach Dour 
Kerr came out with the following 
staiemenl in a post-game interview: 
"Well take the next two games 
and next fall the chunplonship will 
be ours. I am entirely satisfied 
with the team's showing, regardlcis ' 
of what anyone thinks."

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No Place Like Home 

Housing situations have been under discus- 
sion for several months now, botli as a subject of 
government debate and as problems to individual 
parties seeking a place to live. These situations 
have for the most part been alleviated as far 
as college students were concerned in the past, 
both through university residences and through 
university housing committees. This year, how- 
ever, , a different situation faces many "a college 
student. As can be readily seen in the' news 
stoiy covering the shortage of rooms for veteran 
students on the campus on page one of today's 
issue, the situation has reached a stage^whwe 
it no long«rbécomes the problem of th^indi^ 
vjdual, but'ithe problem of each 'and every one 
of the students and executive members of our 
campus. 

Veteran students who have spent from one to 
three years overseas, and have been separated 
from their families for an even longer périod, 
find themselves forced to sacrifice their family 
life for a still longer period of they hope to" re- 
main at college. No rooms are available for 
their wives and families to come to Montreal, 
and educational facilities are not available in 
their homo towns. Furthermore, rooms which 
arc available are so expensivo/thatroany a vet- 
eran is at present using his saiirigs for living 
expenses, and at a rate that will soon leave him 
bankrupt and so force him to leave college be- 
fore the completion of his courses. 

These students might well be expected to 
complain of their problems,' i^tid to ask just what 
sort of rehabilitation program' this is that has 
been lianjied to them. Truly they arc given the 
opportunity of going to college, but apparently 
nothing else. - 

No student can really work -who has to worry 
about where he is going to sleep in the next week 
or so, or where his financés are going to stand in 
a year or two. Faced with the prospect of 
living without his wife^and family, or of seeing 
his savings dwindle so rapidly that he will not be 
able to finance himself for more than two years 
of college at the most, all because of j a [shortage 
of housing in Montreal, many 'a-jrej^B^iiy^^well 
throw in the sponge with a ")\Tia^^l^e?'' ' 

The government was c^âinl^aîeH'to the 
building of camps for these men when, it came to 
the defense of our country, but when' it comes 
to the establishment of these students as re- 
sponsible and active citiiens of the community, 
what then? ^ 

•However, wc do not find the veterans on the 
McGill campus giving up so easily. , They have 
formed a Veterans' Housing Committee whjch 
has a few solid ideas that deserve mention. In 
the. first place, to relieve the moro immediate 
cases, those where the students involvëd will 
find tjiemselves without a roof over their heads 
in a we^ or less, a call for acUbn frpm.the stu- 
dents is being màde. This will take the forpi of 
a questionnaire, by which means students will 
give any information they m^y (t&ve with regard 
to av4ilal)le rboms, or \HU oïfôr rooms in their 
own homes for rent until the situation can ^é; 
more, permanently aleviated. 

ilSfquèstionnaire, which will be presented 
on Tuesday, will be submitted to the Vcteians' 
Housing Committee, who have made contact 
with the students needing rooms immediately, 
and these students will be informed of the rooms 
available. All students who have a room or 
rooms in tbeir Homes that .could be rented to 



MONS. dRÉiEtlIiliE 
IS INTERVIEWED 

Friday afternoon your reporter had the privlledge 
of Interviewing Mr. CnpdevlUe, a dynamic little 
Frenchman who is here in Canada via London and 
New York as a representative ot the French Supply 
Council. I found Mr. Capdovllle located on the tenth 
floor of the Dominion Square Building In offices Im- 
pressive as the scene of more sheer overwhelming 
acUvity and bustling efficiency tban I have ever wit- 
nessed before. 

All during the interview people were dashing 
In and out of Mr. Capdevllle's office at calculated 
three second Intervals, waving papers under his nose, 
making appointments, descending upon him with 
tirades of French— and the phone rang steadily. De- 
spite these little interruptions, Mr. Capdeville main- 
tàînâ'poise and calm and was extremely affable and 
pleasant He Ulked to me volubly, answered the 
phone, gave directions to secretaries, read telegrams, 
look^^iup papers, and did a little correspondence on 
Ùte side-all simultaneously, while all I could manage 
was to Uke a few notes and keep the context of this 
interview from being confused with shipping orders 
and import tariffs. 

Mr., Capdeville is in charge of the purchase of 
Industrial aupplleis— especially machine tools and raw 
materials. During the war, he was a naval engineer 
and subsequently worked for the French Ministry of 
Industrial Production. He could not tell me enough 
regarding the conditions of French Industry at pres- 
ent. "The factories were not destroyed," he ex- 
plained. "Some were dantaged in the bombing, but 
90 per cent of the French factories stond ready to be 
used, at once, only we can get no materials. There is 
not enough coal. Beforo the war France produced 
two thirds of her own coal and imported the rest from 
Britain. Belgium and other countries! Naturally, im- 
porU havf been cut off now and also the home pro- 
duction' of coal has declined a great deal. When the 
people are freezing, how can we be expected- to have 
coal for industry?'" ' 

Steel' came first -on the list In Mr. Capdevllle's 
estimation ot those things France needs most Steel 
and machinery. ' He spoke of the terrible agrlcultrual 
situation. For the past three years France has been 
subject to severe droughts. The 8griculture,,of the 
country is adapted to a wet damp climate and farm- 
ers do not know how to cope with the change. More- 
over there is no fertilizer and agricultural ImplemenU 
are all in need of repair— those which escaped con- 
fiscation by the Germans. . The whole economic and 
financial condition of France will Improve Imma- 
dlately, once we get industry working again," he said 
pptlmlsUcally/ 

•When questioned about French political senti- 
ment, Mr. Capdeville assured me there was nothing 
to fear from the commuhlsU or the socialists.' "France 
supporb de Gaulle and a new republic and every 
Frenchman wants onl}' peace, and the right to iiv* 
and redistribution of wealthi People are overjoyed 
with'-the end of the war and very hopeful about the 
îulUre." 

He mentioned thé attitude of the French towards 
BrlUln as being particularly favorable. "Since thP 
Entente Cordiale, Frenchmen have been very fond of 
the British," he informed me with dramatic emphasis. 
"Naturally little misunderstandings arise but after 
each reconciliation they grow closer together." 

Not knowing quite what to make ot that state- 
ment, I ventured a few questions about Paris and tha 
liberation. "It was very moving. There was beauti- 
ful weather and when the Allies started coming over 
in planes the German camouflaged their tanks and 
equipment with leaves and branches and the children 
put on leaves too, to copy the Germans and make fun 
of them." 

Mr. Capdeviilo assured me there was no distruc- 
Uon of Paris. Tha Germans removed only works of 
art by Jews and political deportees. Not even the 
bridges were blown up, as in so many other cities. 
"Life Is changed, though. Before the war Paris could 
be anything you wanted. The change is in' the atmos- 
phere and feeling. Paris was a city of many moods 
once— now It.is a city ot few moods and the dominant 
one is hate for Germany." 

In concluding the interview, he said: "Something 
of the old spirit is coming back already-rone noUces 
the women, who manage to look chic even though 
they have had to Uke down the drapes to make a 
dress. Paris is regaining every|diijr«>the opera and 
the Comédie. Français bave reopëned'vand there aro 
important artistic manifestations ot every sort You 
will see. In a few years Farii will be the same again 
and so will France.". ' > 



these students even temporarily are urged to do 
so in order that the present desperate housing 
scarcity may be overcome.* 

But it is more than immediate relief that is 
needed for theso students. Investigation into tho 
various possibilities such' as taking over a whole 
house and renting it to couples at a pficc that 
would cover the rental of the house; the renting 
of prefabricated houses by these stt|dents; and 
several other similar projects, has proven un- 
successful as yet. A thorough survey of the area 
surrounding the college, and of tho students who 
need rooms immediately, or will need them in 
the near future is now in process, and the Vet- 
erans' Housing Committee will have definite 
data to present to anyone interested in helping 
with the problem in the very near future. 

. With this information then, a more. definite 
basis will be available for future plans, and co- 
operation from every member of the university 
i^'^dll enable us to solve the problem. The Vet- 
erans' Housing Committee is to be congratulated 
on; the 'sound ideas and working plans they have 
mÀidé.-;)But they cannot. do the job alone. That 
is where both the government and the university, 
as well* as every student in tho college can help. 
It is a responsibility to our returned men tliat 
wcr cannot overlook; it is rehabilitation in its 
Holtiiréàlistic form. • * 




Two White House Visits; 

. yesterday and today 



Ellen Ballon, the ouUUnding 
Canadian piaplst who will, appear 
at R.V.C. oh Feb'riiary 22, 1940, has 
twice given "command perfor- 
mances" at the White House In 
Washington. A curious set of cir- 
cumsUnces led up to the. first occa- 
sion she played before- a President 
of the United SUtes. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Can- 
adian Prime Minister, and Lady 
Laurier, were visiting New York. 
Rafael Joseffy, the famous Pianist 




ELLEN BALLON 

was invited to play at a reception 
for the Canadian statesman. Un- 
able- to attend at the last minute, 
he sfnt as a substitute one of his 
pupils, the seven-year-old "Baby" 
Ballon. The guests, awaiting tho 
arrival of the famous master, saw 
instead a little girl, in a white or- 
gandy dress, black curls tied with 
a white bow, walk to the piano 



and play with the assurance of a 
virtuoso.- Delighted^ when ^ he heard 
that she was a cbinpBtrioC'si'r' Wil- 
frid Laurier sent her seven rare 
volumes on master composers, in- 
scribed, "To Ellen Ballon, from a 
friend and admirer, Wilfrid Laur- 
ier." 

Thé. Canadian statesman then 
wrote tb the President about*her, 
and, when a performance had been 
arranged. Sir Wilfrid wrote her as 
follows: ' "My dear Ellen-^I ' am 
happy to know that you are to 
play at the White House. You can 
certainly tell President Taft that I 
claim you as a friend, and that T 
Uke B very deep Interest in your 
success. Let me know somewhat in 
advance the 'date of your concert 
at Ottawa, so that I may be pre-, 
sent. Believe me ever your most 
sincere friend, Wilfrid Laurier." 

After the performancie at tho 
While House, President and Mrs. 
Taft presented her with a gold 
medal to mark the occasion. 

The second time Ellen- Ballon 
played at the White House, it was 
at the Invitation of President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt. After dinner the 
First Lady, with her u^ual graclous- 
ness, asked her if she might not 
like to rest before playing for the 
hundred 'gueste d assembled there. 
Mrs. Roosevelt offered 'Miss Ballon 
the President's and her own pri- 
vate sitting room upstairs. When 
Miss Ballon came down to play it 
was with the feeling that she bad 
been made genuinely "at home" by 
the charm of the First Lady, and 
that as ever, tho White House was 
a hospitable and delightful host— 
whether the guest be a plnaforcd 
pianist or a grown, up one.

STUDENTS IN INDUSTRY 



During the summer just passed a 
group of studenU / f^m f various 
Canadian Univenltlcs joined In an 
interesting experiment: a camp, 
at Welland, Ontario, where they 
lived, and from where they went 
every day, to work in industrials 
plant? near by. By all acoui^U the 
experlemnt was a success, and the 
originators plan to set up a number 
of similar camps next Siunmer 
was (Organized on a cooperative 
basis. The camp sponsored by the 
Canadian Work Camp Committee, 
and the Student Christian Move- 
ment but with the authority rest- 
ing in the campers themselves. A 
capital investment was made by all 
members to : finance the project 
and a permaneht'staft consisting of 
director, associate director, and 
cook was set up. An 'extensive pro- 
gram was csUbllshed Indudbig 
education and recreation, and all 
camp life was integretcd by means 
of a .worsltlp service conducted by 
a camper twice daily. 

Education included talks on the 
Japanese-Canadians, the C.I.O. 
management's views in Industry 
and the problem ot apply teachings 
of Christianity to the' social prob-' 
lems. The director. Rev. Alexander 
Miller, former National Seoetaiy 
of the New Zealand B.CM. and 
active member of tho lona Commu- 
nity, was able to help in Education- 
al activities considerably. He did 
all thiamin conjunction - with his 
rally . chore — breakfast preparation 
at five a.m. and his part-time job 
in a drop-forge plont. 

All campers had their Individual 
Jobs to do in the staff house. Wages 
were pooled. Noticing uie unequal 
travel expenses and varying wages 
the campers, }de^^ that somc- 
tliing should ilSSfSmt to equalize 



incomes^ After much discussions 
compilation of data, and revision ot 
plans, a Just scheme was esUbllsh- 
Cd. Each member contributed all 
his earnings to the pool, drawing 
fro|n It a set minimum wage, equal 
to 90jp<^cent of the average, wage; 
OverTmo^above his minimum 
salary, he could. make claim for 
travel cosU and overtime earnings 
which would be granted In fulL He 
could also make claim according 
to need, this amount being deter- 
mined by a committee of five 
campers which was set up for tills 
purpose. A grant was made based 
on the person's expenses at college 
and his general financial sUte. The 
surplus was then distributed evenly 
amongst' the campers. 
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CHAMBER MUSIC SERIES < 

On Friday evening the Montreal 
Festivals opened thejr chamber i 
music series with an excellent con- ' 
cert at the Hermitage. Hitherlc 
this series has consisted ot rccltal;- 
by the McGIll String Quartet, held 
in the Prince of Wales Salon ot th(- 
Windsor Hotel. The change of lo- 
cation has been made to accommo- 
date an ever growing audience. I 

A new experiment, and one! 
which we hope will be frequently | 
repeated, was made at Friday eve- ! 
nlng's concert A chamber orches* ' 
tra under the direction of Alexan- 
der Brott, one of Canada's most 
promising musicians, performed 
three of the six Brandenberg Con- 
certos of J. S. Bach. The audi- 
ence received these offerings, with 
great enthusiasm, but'tltis^enthiisl- 
asm was no greater than the per* 
(ormance deserved. . 

The concert opened with the 
third Brandenberg concerto. In the 
first movement the performers 
seemed a little uncertain. The bass 
voices seemed to .overbalance ' the 
violin section, and the continue part 
was noticeably absent However, 
from the brljf adagio violin solo 
which makes up the second move- 
ment, -to the end of the progrjim, 
the group played excellently. 

For the fifth Brandenberg con- 
certo, the original string group was 
augmented by, the necessary 
soloists, a pianist and a flutist The 
pianist Mn John Nowmark, al- 
ready known to Montreal aud- 
iences for. his excellent recitals 
during the past two years, gave a 
performance ot Bach that left 
nothing to be desired. It is almost 
adequately called a "lean" per- 
formance. It was rythmical, dean 
cut and the phrasing was excel- 
lent. Mr. Herve Baillargcon was 
the solo flutist This work was by 
far the best playing on the pro- 
gram. 

The program was concluded with 
the Brandenberg concerto number 
1. This is a work ot great difficulty, 
OS it is scored for 2 oboes, 2 French- 
horns and a bassoon in addition to 
the strings and continue. Mr. Heal 
Gagnler waa, heard in the lengthy 
oboe solos of the second movement 
and Mr. Joseph Masella, first trench 
horn, gave an admirable perform- 
ance in this work, particularly in 
the trios of the third movement 
In fact; each and every one ot the 
instrumcntallsU is deserving ot 
praise for the quality of his' per- 
formance. As an encore, tne group 
performed Mr. Albert Chamber- 
land's orchestration of an andante 
trom one of the -Bach unacompan* 
nied violin sonatas. The audience 
damoiued for more, but it was 
growing late, and so an excellent 
concert came to an end. 

I do not think that I can say too 
much about the extent ot which 
the audience enjoyed this perform- 
ance. ConcerU of this type are too 
infrequent , in Montreal. Later in 
the season, this group will present 
the remaining three Brandenberg 
concertos, and it is hoped that in 
future seasons, in addition to the 
McGlli String Quartet series, a full 
series of Chamber Orchestra con- 
cerU will be made available by this 
group. — RMF.
